DWARFED 
BY WEED 
INVASION 


G randfather Joe Hal¬ 
ford is at loggerheads with 
Dudley Council over 
“frightening”, 14ft-tall, bamboo¬ 
like weeds which tower over him 
in his garden. 

Mr Halford, aged 72, says a council 
official told him the Japanese 
knotweed at the Brierley Hill bunga¬ 
low he moved into three weeks ago

would be cleared by the environmen¬ 
tal department. 

But now, he says, the council is telling 
him he must get rid of the notoriously 
tough weed himself - a job he can’t do 
because he suffers from osteoarthritis. 

“Six blokes couldn’t do this job in a fort¬ 
night so it’s unbelievable to think that a 72- 
year-old man with osteoarthritis in his 
knees could do it,” said Mr Halford, a 


retired road surface layer. He says that 
when he was shown round the one- 
bedroom council bungalow in Tennyson 
Street before moving from his old council 
flat in Dunston Close, Kingswinford, the 
garden gate was locked so he could not see 
the state of the back of the property. 

And when he moved in he was shocked to 
see that the knotweed had invaded the 
garden, dwarfing his own 5ft 6in frame. 

“I’ve chopped it down on my patio with a 
shovel but it’s growing back already,” he 
said. 

“I moved into this bun¬ 
galow because I could no 
longer climb steps up to 
my flat and I was looking 
forward to having a 
garden. 

“But now I just feel like 
crying.” 

Mr Halford claims that 
when he was shown the 
bungalow the gate to the 
garden was locked. 

“The housing official 
told me there was Japan¬ 
ese knotweed in the 
garden but not to worry 
because it was being seen 
to by the environment 
department,” he said. 

The c ouncil said it had 
been in contact with Mr 
Halford about clearing 
the knotweed but the 
treatment of it took time. 

Spokeswoman Louise 
Kavanagh said: “As dis¬ 
cussed with the tenant 
the council will monitor 
and treat the Japanese 
knotweed, however it 
does need to be treated by 
our experts. 

“As it is in the growing 
stage, it cannot be 
treated at the moment as 
it would not be effective.” 


Postman failed 
to deliver mail 


A POSTMAN dumped 
thousands of letters near 
Dudley Zoo and kept a 
haul of more than 4,000 
mail items at his home. 

David Spiers, of Park 
Moor Gardens, Dudley, 
had been employed by 
Royal Mail for more than 
two years and worked as 
a postal operator for the 
delivery office in Walsall. 

The 31-year-old 
dumped 6,385 letters 
and catalogues near the 
zoo and kept 4,654 at his 
home. 

An investigation was 
launched after a member 
of the public reported 
seeing mail dumped off 
Tipton Road 

Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard on Monday 
that some of the mail 
dated back to February 
2010. 

Mr John Dove, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of Royal 


Mail, said an investiga¬ 
tor was sent to recover 
the items. 

He said Spiers was 
approached on February 
1 and was suspended 
after he admitted having 
more undelivered mail at 
his home. 

In mitigation, Mr 
Julian Derry said: “He 
said when things got too 
much for him he dumped 
the items of mail.” 

Adjourned 

Spiers admitted two 
counts of intentionally 
delaying the delivery of 
postal packets between 
February 27, 2010 and 
February 1, 2011 and 
from May 15, 2010 to 
December 7, 2010. 

His case was 
adjourned and he was 
given conditional bail to 
appear for sentence 
today. (May 12). 


Support college 
scheme - head 


A HEADTEACHER has 
backed Dudley College’s 
plans for a new sixth 
form and higher educa¬ 
tion centre. 

Graham Lloyd, head of 
Holly Hall School Math¬ 
ematics and Computing 
College, said he hoped 
the proposals would 
receive unanimous 
support from the com¬ 
munity. 

He has written a letter 
of support after revised 
plans, which form part of 
a proposed £30 million 
university-style campus, 
were lodged with Dudley 
Council. 

The college had hoped 
to demolish Kudos 
House, a 19th century 
doctor’s surgery, to make 
way for the scheme but it 
was awarded Grade II 
listed status. 

Now the college plans 
to alter the building on 


the corner of Ednam 
Road and Priory Road so 
it can be used by staff 
and build the new sixth 
form on land behind it. 

Mr Lloyd said in his 
letter: “I was very disap¬ 
pointed that the previ¬ 
ous application was 
opposed and had to be 
withdrawn. 

Cater 

“Dudley College 
should be commended 
and be enjoying the 
whole hearted support of 
the council and the com¬ 
munity for what they are 
trying to achieve.” 

The development — 
called Dudley Sixth and 
Dudley Higher - will 
cater for more than 600 
students and bosses 
hope building work will 
start on the first phase of 
the project later this 
year.

Police dawn raids in 
rogue traders probe 

DAWN raids were carried out on three 
addresses in Dudley as part of a probe 
into a suspected rogue trader ring tar¬ 
geting more than 100 elderly and vul¬ 
nerable people. 

A 37-year-old man arrested at a 
house in Brierley Hill and another 
man, aged 42, at a caravan park in 
south Staffordshire on suspicion of 
fraud were released on police bail. 

Officers from West Midlands and 
Staffordshire Police were joined by 
trading standards teams for raids 
carried out shortly after 5am on 
Monday. Documents, including finan¬ 
cial statements and invoices for drive¬ 
way and building work were seized. 

The arrests were made in Raglan 
Street, Brockmoor, and at acaravan 
park off Stafford Road, Coven Heath. 
Documents were seized from two 
homes in Tiled House Lane, Pensnett. 

Sgt Martin Hall from Dudley police, 
who led the raids, said they were part 
of investigations into a possible rogue 
trader ring operating over the past two 
years. 

Rape-claim woman 
loses daughter plea 

A DUDLEY mother who was banned 
from seeing her daughter after falsely 
accusing the child’s father of rape, has 
failed in an Appeal Court bid to get the 
ruling overturned. She accused her 
partner of raping her in the course of a 
mental breakdown in 2008. 

Last year, the mother was banned 
from face-to-face contact with her 
daughter and the Appeal Court agreed 
that direct contact “was likely at this 
stage to be significantly damaging to 
the little girl”. But the court told the 
mother she could apply again for 
contact when she has made progress 
with her own “fragile” state of mind. 

Big day out as the Mini 
hits its 50th birthday 

THOUSANDS of people from all over 
the country braved belated April 
showers to celebrate the 50th anniver¬ 
sary of the Mini at Himley Hall. 

Fifty years since first rolled off the 
production line, the Mini is as popular 
as ever and around 500 cars were on 
show at British Mini Day , on Sunday. 

Organiser Dave Hollis estimated 
more than 3,000 people attended. “It 
was a really good day,” he said. 

Cars ranged from those manufac¬ 
tured at Longbridge50 years ago to 
those being created today by new 
owners BMW.

DUDLEY Council has a new leader 
after its deputy was chosen to step up 
into the top job. Councillor Les Jones 
was elected unopposed on Monday to 
take over leadership of the borough’s 
ruling Conservative group from Anne 
Millward who dramatically lost her 
seat in Gornal by just two votes at 
Thursday’s elections. He will remain 
acting council leader until formally 
taking his position on May 19.

£911,000 to head off 
extremist teachings 


KEEPING young 

Muslims from turning to 
extremism in the Black 
Country by laying on a 
variety of community 
activities and groups has 
cost £911,000, latest 
figures show. 

Boxing lessons, theatre 
groups and training for 
women and faith leaders 
have been offered through 
the Preventing Violent 
Extremism programme set 
up under the former Labour 
government. 

There have now been calls 
for a full evaluation of the 
project to see if it had made a 
difference. Public money has 


gone to various agencies in 
each of the four boroughs. 

It has been used to fund 
work with young people and 
with imams in mosques to 
train them in curbing 
extremist ideas. 

Different 

In Dudley £9,000 was 
spent on theatre classes to 
teach children about respect¬ 
ing people from different cul¬ 
tures, while Walsall spent 
almost £12,000 on a confer¬ 
ence to explain that violence 
is not acceptable. 

In Wolverhampton 40 
young men and women from 
different cultural back¬ 
grounds took part in a lead¬ 


ership programme that cost 
£1,000 a head. 

It gave them fitness ses¬ 
sions but also taught them 
about mentoring, conflict 
resolution and counselling. 

There were also events put 
on for an armed forces day 
with presentations on the 
role of Muslim, Sikh and 
African Caribbean soldiers 
in the Second World War. 

Sandwell Council spent 
£3,000 on training people 
how to give good media inter¬ 
views. A further £5,000 went 
on citizenship lessons which 
included a local imam 
talking to Muslim students 
about being an active citizen 
in British society. 


Single lane 
scheme on 
bridge is 
dropped 

PLANS to make a busy 
bridge in Stourbridge a 
single lane have been 
dropped. 

Dudley Council had 
proposed the scheme to 
save wear on the railway 
bridge in Vicarage Road, 
Amblecote. Work had 
been due to start in 
January but was put on 
hold after residents in 
Vicarage Road, Kirk- 
stone Way and Hill- 
grounds Road said they 
had not been consulted. 

Cabinet member for 
highways Councillor 
Angus Adams today said 
repairwork would still go 
ahead. 


Obesity problem’s 


£84m borough bill 


THE cost of treating overweight and 
obese patients in Dudley last year was 
£84 million, new figures reveal. Health 
chiefs are now trying to drive down the 
cost by encouraging people to become 
more healthy. 

Figures show there are 40,000 obese 
adults and 900 obese children in the 
borough. 

The annual bill, which has risen by £lm 
from last year, covers the cost of specialist 
treatment, bariatric surgery and staff train¬ 
ing in prevention and management of 
obesity. 

Dudley Primary Care Trust is aiming to 
tackle obesity through a number of projects 
such as activity sessions, healthy eating 
classes and heath trainers. 

There is also the Healthy Town scheme 
which has seen around £4.5m invested at 


five parks in the borough. Dudley is one of 
only nine towns and cities nationally to be 
chosen for the programme which aims to 
prevent childhood obesity. 

Director of public health Valerie Little 
said: “Being overweight can lead to some 
serious long-term health conditions such as 
diabetes and heart disease, however the risk 
of such conditions can be reduced by leading 
a healthy lifestyle, eating well and exercising 
regularly. 

Classes 

“We have a number of initiatives to 
support people to lose weight and lead a 
healthier lifestyle including referrals to 
slimming clubs, cookery classes, exercise 
programmes, a health trainer service and 
the new healthy hubs in local parks.” 

In 2009, the cost was estimated to be 
around £83m. 


Nursing home warned 
on handling of records 


A NURSING home has been warned 
that it must improve record handling 
to ensure residents get enough food 
and drink, the right drugs and general 
care. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
says it has “moderate concerns” about care 
and welfare at the 30-bed Foresters 
Nursing Home, Walton Pool, Clent, near 
Stourbridge, whether nutritional needs are 
always met and the management of medi¬ 
cines. 

The CQC - which monitors homes — gave 
the Foresters, run by Redwood Care 


Homes, Ltd, a month to say how it would 
improve. The home deputy manager said 
an action plan had already gone to the CQC 
and much had been done to ensure care 
plans were kept up to date and followed 
through. 

The CQC stepped in after concerns were 
raised by some relatives about whether res¬ 
idents always had enough to eat and drink. 

A report says people living there and rel¬ 
atives told inspectors staff were “kind” and 
there was a “caring approach” to residents. 

“We found that information about the 
care people need was not always up to date 
or correctly written down for staff to refer 
to,” says the report.“This 
could cause confusion and 
put people at risk due to 
staff not being clear about 
the correct care to give. 

“We saw that some impor¬ 
tant information about 
people who need a lot of help 
to eat and drink was not 
always filled in regularly or 
with enough detail. 

“This puts people at risk 
because staff cannot keep a 
proper check on this aspect 
of their health.” 

Inconsistent 

The report adds that inef¬ 
fective stock control and 
ordering systems meant 
over-stocking with medica¬ 
tion and records of what 
drugs had been ordered and 
and administered not well 
enough organised. 

“People may not always 
receive the correct care 
because some care records 
contain inconsistent infor¬ 
mation,” says the report. 

Fiona Milne, deputy 
manager at the Foresters, 
said: “The inspectors could 
see that our residents are 
well looked after — and now 
we have the systems to 
make sure that is always the 
case.”

THE Clent Hills Singers will be joining other voices from 
the West Midlands to sing Mendelssohn’s Elijah in Birm¬ 
ingham Town Hall on June 26. Birmingham Philharmonic 
Orchestra, professional soloists and a massed choir of 150 
voices will be conducted by Michael Lloyd. 

The event is organised by Making Music and takes place 
165 years after the first performance of Elijah - also in 
Birmingham Town Hall - which was conducted by 
Mendelssohn himself. Rehearsals take place this month. 

Families in deals 
to rescue homes 


MORE than 20 Dudley 
families who were faced 
with the prospect of 
having their property 
repossessed have been 
given help to ensure they 
could stay in their 
homes. 

Officials have stepped in 
to help householders 
through the Government 
Mortgage Rescue Scheme, 
which was first introduced 
in January 2009 as a safety 
net for owners facing repos¬ 
session. New figures from 


Dudley Council show there 
have been a total of 23 
rescues completed up until 
the end of March this year. 

Under the scheme 
instead of owning their 
home via a mortgage, resi¬ 
dents are converted to 
affordable rent schemes in 
conjunction with local 
housing associations. 

New criteria has also 
been brought in for the 
scheme and the highest pri¬ 
ority will now be given to 
households whose need 
would be difficult to meet.

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Degree 
fees set 
at £8,500 
a year 


STUDENTS will have to 
pay £8,500 per year if 
they want to go to 
Wolverhampton Univer¬ 
sity from next year. 

The university claims the 
hike in annual student fees 
will compensate for the loss 
of Government funding and 
help “maintain a quality 
student experience”. 

The hike is just short of 
the £9,000 maximum fee 
threshold. It means stu¬ 
dents will pay just £500 a 
year less than those study¬ 
ing at elite Cambridge and 
Oxford universities. 

Wolverhampton Univer¬ 
sity vice-chancellor Profes¬ 
sor Caroline Gipps defended 
the decision. 

Courses 

She said: “We have come 
to this decision after careful 
consideration with stake¬ 
holders and through con¬ 
ducting research amongst 
prospective students, their 
parents and careers advis¬ 
ers.” 

Wolverhampton North 
East MP Emma Reynolds 
said she was “deeply con¬ 
cerned” by how the fee rise 
would affect low-income 
families. She said: “More 
than half of the students at 
the university are from 
deprived backgrounds.” 

More than 80 universities 
across the country have now 
revealed their plans for 
student fees in 2012. 
Around two thirds want to 
charge £9,000 for some or all 
courses — and only a handful 
are offering all their courses 
below £8,000. 


Pupils get 
stuck in at 
grot spot 

PUPILS from a Brierley Hill 
school got stuck into some 
litter picking to clean up a 
local “grot spot”. 

More than 20 children from 
Hawbush Primary stayed on 
after lessons to give their 
make-over to an alleyway next 
to the school, between 
Hawbush Road and Moor 
Street on May 3.

Recession-hit pub to get massive 
facelift as fish and chip restaurant 



BOARDS covering windows and 
doors at the Vine pub in Wordsley 
have come down as new owners 
prepared to launch a “huge” renova¬ 
tion project to transform it into a 
fish and chip restaurant. 

The new owners of the pub, formerly 
the Mad O’Rourkes Bar and Grill, hope 
to transform the struggling pub into a 
successful second branch of Goodies 
Fish and Chip restaurant and takeaway. 

Spiros Bojouri, who has been involved 
in chip shops for more than 20 years, 
carried out a similar project at the 
former Four Furnaces in Pensnett High 
Street and said it had proved “very 
popular indeed” since opening at the 
Revamp - the Vine pub in Wordsley start of last year. “We need planning per¬ 


mission to come through first, and hope¬ 
fully that will be in about eight weeks,” 
said father-of-four Mr Bojouri, aged 39, 
who lives nearby in Wordsley. 

“We are planning for it to be exactly 
like the Goodies in Pensnett, only even 
better with inside and outside eating 
areas. 

Magnet 

“If all goes well we will be looking to 
hire between 20 and 30 people to work 
there. 

“It will be a huge project as a lot needs 
to be done. We will be completely redec¬ 
orating.” 

He said the building will remain shut 
until the project is complete in between 
eight months and a year’s time. Mad 


O’Rourkes owner Pete Towler put the 
subsidiary company which owned the 
pub into administration - and subse¬ 
quently receivership - in June, handing 
the building back to Marston’s Brewery, 
blaming the recession. 

A string of temporary owners took the 
helm but were unable to keep the pub 
afloat and eventually receivers Begbies 
Traynor boarded it up. 

Mr Bojouri added: “It failed as pub, 
but hopefully as a Goodies it will be the 
future.” 

He and his wife Maria ploughed 
around £500,000 into the former Four 
Furnaces to transform it into Goodies. 

The pub had been a magnet for van¬ 
dalism and anti-social behaviour since 
closing in February 2008. 


Muslim leaders try to 
finalise mosque plans 


MUSLIM leaders in Dudley revealed they are working with council offi¬ 
cers to finalise controversial proposals for a new mosque before the 
deadline to lodge a detailed planning application expires in July. 

Dudley Muslim Association has until July 17 to submit its designs for the 
mosque, which would be built in Hall Street, after a High Court ruling. 

Chairman Kurshid Ahmed said work on the mosque plans was “progressing” well. He 
said the association was seeking advice from the authority. 

“We are working with the council and will be submitting the plans. At the moment, I 
can’t say when this will be because I don’t know how long it will take,” he said. 

It was recently revealed that plans for the mosque, which is expected to cost up to £12 
million, would be scaled down but the association is remaining tight-lipped on the details. 

Outline plans for the new mosque and community training and enterprise centre were 
rejected by Dudley Council but overturned by the Planning Inspectorate in Bristol in

council, police, Sandwell 


Homes, West Midlands Fire 
Service and other organisa¬ 
tions. 

The meetings address 
anti-social behaviour and 
other issues. 

Councillor Darren Cooper 
told the council that Labour, 
as the leading party, had no 
reason to invite Tories. 

Councillor Nock said: “I 
have written to the Chief 
Constable asking for his 
views on why opposition 
councillors elected by the 
people are excluded from 
very important meetings on 
local crime and disorder in 
their own wards.” 


A High Court judge later 
overturned an appeal 
against the decision by 
Dudley Council but ruled 
the Dudley Muslim Associa¬ 
tion must submit a full plan¬ 
ning application by July 
2011, which is when outline 
planning permission for the 
scheme expires. 

But the council is now 
preparing a High Court case 
in a bid to buy back the land 
earmarked for the mosque, 
citing a clause in the land 
contract as a reason. 

The clause meant the 
mosque had to be substan¬ 
tially completed by the end 
of 2008. The council’s legal 
papers have been lodged but 
no hearing date has yet been 
fixed. 

Director of urban environ¬ 
ment John Millar said: “The 
outline planning applica¬ 
tion was approved on July 
17 2008. Anyone with an 
approved outline planning 
application has three years 
from the date of its approval 
to submit a detailed applica¬ 
tion before the outline plan¬ 
ning application expires.” 

The legal bill to halt plans 
for the mosque has so far 
cost the council £58,378.50.

Family set for legal battle 
despite verdict by coroner 


THE family of a man who died 
after a breathing tube came loose 
from his throat is suing a Black 
Country hospital - despite a 
coroner saying staff had treated 
him “properly”. 

Alan Hickman, aged 62, of Leahouse 
Road, Tipton, died 12 days after being 
admitted to Russells Hall in Dudley 
with breathing problems, an inquest 
heard. He was given a tracheotomy - 
where a tube is inserted into the wind¬ 
pipe - but the tube came loose during 
physiotherapy and oxygen he was 
being given was prevented from reach¬ 
ing his lungs. 

Coroner Mr Robin Balmain 
recorded a narrative verdict and said 
he was satisfied that Mr Hickman was 
“treated adequately and properly”. 


But Mr Hickman’s family say his 
death could have been avoided. 

The inquest heard that since Mr 
Hickman’s death, guidelines into 
treating tracheotomy patients have 
been revised. Now during physio ses¬ 
sions, the tube is held in place by one 
member of staff while the other rolls 
the patient over, said Catherine Carr, 
a physiotherapist at Russells Hall who 
treated Mr Hickman on June 13 — the 
day of his death. 

Procedures 

The father-of-three, who worked as 
a universal grinder for 45 years, was 
diagnosed with pneumonia when he 
entered hospital on June 1 last year 
and was given the operation on June 
11. There was an air leak in the tra- 
chotomy tube cuff and stitches had 


come undone on one side of the wound, 
said Elizabeth Smith, an intensive 
care nurse. 

Mr Michael Wingrave, a solicitor for 
the family, asked whether a doctor had 
been told about the leak - and she 
replied “no”. But Mr Balmain said 
these were “not valid concerns for the 
purpose of the inquiry”. 

The cause of death was given as a 
cardiac arrest, caused by pneumonia 
and a tracheotomy. 

Jennifer Emerson, of Irwin Mitchell 
solicitors, said the family would argue 
the air leak in the cuff should have 
been reported. 

Paula Clark, of Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, said the narrative 
verdict recognised the procedures 
undertaken by the trust had been both 
necessary and carried out correctly. 


Trackers on 
work vans 


TRACKING devices are 
being fitted on workers’ 
vans at a Black Country 
housing association 
amid claims that some 
staff are moonlighting. 

Vehicles used by staff at 
Sandwell Homes are being 
monitored. 

A report was delivered to 
Sandwell Council earlier 
this year revealing that 14 
workers at the housing 
group were referred by 
“whistleblowers” in the last 
year. 

There were claims that 
some staff were carrying 
out other paid odd jobs and 
even tending to allotments 


during work hours. Three 
workers were accused of 
theft of time from the 
organisation. Of those, two 
were found to be doing car¬ 
pentry work in Walsall, 
while one was sidelining as 
a plasterer in work hours. 

But Sandwell Homes, 
which manages council 
homes for the local author¬ 
ity, denied the decision to 
monitor vehicles was 
linked to the claims of staff 
moonlighting. 

It said the move to install 
tracking devices was 
“common practice” and 
would increase productiv¬ 
ity and security, while 
cutting fuel costs. 


Cash dash after silver 
price hits all-time high 


A SILVER rush is gripping the region with the precious metal’s value 
finally jumping to keep pace with the soaring price of gold. 

Buyers are paying more than twice as much for silver than at the turn of the 
year - 70p a gram today, up from 30p a gram at the end of December. Jewellers 
say they expect the boom to continue to narrow the gap to gold, which has been 
on the up for four years. 

Many people have been rushing to jewellers to swap their silver for cash. Up to 400 
people are heading into Rex Johnson & Sons jewellery stores in Dudley, Birmingham, 
Bromsgrove and Coventry every day hoping to exchange their jewellery for money. 

Director David Johnson said the firm was offering £27.30 an ounce of silver last week 
compared to £12.31 this time last year. “Silver has reached the highest price it has ever

CIRCUMSTANCES surrounding the death of a trainee 
hairdresser from drug poisoning remain unclear after the 
failure to find potential witnesses, the Black Country 
coroner said. Kirsty Behan, aged 21, of Brook Street, 
Dudley, died at Russells Hall Hospital last December. 

Coroner Robin Balmain recorded a verdict of accidental 
death at her inquest in Smethwick. He said the cause of 
death was multiple organ failure due to opiate toxicity. 

Miss Behan was found at her home and rushed to hospi¬ 
tal. Mr Balmain said it was unclear whether Miss Behan 
had administered the drugs to herself, and police had been 
unable to locate witnesses.

A WOMAN who took 15 driving tests was among a 
dozen learners who had 12 or more tries before 
getting their licence at Dudley, new figures reveal. 

Details were released by the Driving Standards 
Agency following a Freedom of Information Act 
request about the number of repeat car practical 
tests at the Lower Gornal Test Centre in the past 
three years. The woman who took 15 attempts to 
pass finally got her full licence in 2008 after spend¬ 
ing at least £330 on test fees alone.

However, the figures show that some male drivers 
have also been slow to ditch the L-plates.

IT MAY be nearly the end of the 
road for the Zenith Hot Stom¬ 
pers - a top West Midland jazz 
band which has entertained for 
nearly five decades - following the 
death of drummer Derek Bennett.

Over the years, the other origi¬ 
nal members — Alan Bradley, on 
trombone, Graham Morris, 
trumpet, Norman Field, clarinet, 
Ian Dalziel, banjo and Pete 
Thompson, sousaphone - have 
moved on. But Derek kept the 
Stompers on the road and among 
the highlights was representing 
Great Britain at the Sacramento 


jazz festival in America in 2003. 

Mrs Bennett, a retired NHS 
recruitment officer, said: “Derek 
hoped to live long enough to clock 
up 50 years of the band but, sadly, 
it was not to be.”

“It’s going to be a tough, very busy couple 
of months and there is a lot of work to do but 
it’s a very exciting time for the school.” 

Mr Lloyd said the decision to “go solo” 
would ensure the school had full control of 
its own budget. 

“At the moment, we have 
a situation where a portion 
of our funding is allocated 
by Dudley Council - 
meaning if I disagree with 
what the decision is, I can’t 
do anything about it,” he 
said. 

“Changing to an academy 
will mean we can be the 
masters of our own destiny - 
we as a school can spend 
money on what the school’s 
high priorities are.”

“I would be annoyed to 
find that the medicine I 
would collect from the 
pharmacy would be 
Greek or Spanish with 
inadequate directions. 

“The pharmacist had 
dispensed a parallel 
imported drug on which 
extra profit had been 
made by the wholesaler 
and, possibly, the phar¬ 
macist.” 

Ms James said the 
tables had now turned, 
leading to patients in 
Britain being prescribed 
a medicine, taking the 
prescription to their local 
pharmacy and being told 
that the product was not 
in stock and that it might 
be a few days before it 
would be available. 

Health Minister Paul 
Burstow insisted medi¬ 
cines were getting 
through to patients.

COUNCIL bosses will continue seizing horses 
from the streets of Sandwell. 

It follows seizures of two animals recently from 
the Weddell Wynd patch of land, Tipton Green. 

The council, trying to stop stray horses wan¬ 
dering streets and wrecking gardens, say more 
horses seen wandering will be taken.

“We have started on this process and we will be 
making sure we clean up the Tipton area but we 
want to speak to the responsible horse owners to 
try and get some resolutions to the problem 
which has been with us for 50 or 60 years.” 

It is expected to cost up to £1,000 to remove 
each horse. 

Owners have to pay medical, stabling and 
feeding costs to get them back.

Ancient law could help 
get horses off streets

STRAY horses plaguing the Black 
Country will be impounded under an 
old law as part of a new plan unveiled 
by police and council leaders. 

It came after Dudley Council officers 
agreed seizure of horses fell under section 
24 of the Town and Police Clauses Act 
1847, allowing cattle on a highway to be 
seized and impounded. 

The council will pay police an undis¬ 
closed sum so horses straying onto roads 
can be seized and found permanent homes 
if owners do not appear in three days, in a 
six-month trial starts. 

Hundreds of reports of animals causing 
havoc wandering across main roads 
flooded in since the start of the year, espe¬ 
cially in Pensnett, Brockmoor, Kingswin- 
ford and Coseley areas. 

Chief Inspector Mark Bramwell today 
said: “It means that we can actually take 
positive action and possibly move the 
horses for good, should they cause a 
problem. We get high volumes of calls each 
week and in many cases we have been pow¬ 
erless to act. The issue has always been 
identifying owners for these animals, 
however the new arrangement will give 
the owner the option to come forward and 
deal with the issue.” 

When an animal is impounded and 
moved to a paddock outside the Black 
Country, the owner has three days to prove 
ownership proof and settle fines. Bosses 
have declined to say how much it will cost. 

Council director of urban environment, 
John Millar, said they had a reactive 
service to help deal with stray horses after 
months of behind the scenes work with a 
number of agencies. “We will continue to 
work with our partners to tackle the 
problem of horses abandoned by irrespon¬ 
sible owners across the borough.”

AN UNEMPLOYED mechanic who 
drove home when more than four 
times the drink-drive limit was fol¬ 
lowed home by an off-duty police 
officer who watched on as he took 20 
minutes to find his front door keys. 

Jason Pritchard had been drinking at 
The Cat pub in Wordsley before heading 
home in the early hours in his parents’ car. 
But he almost collided with the officer as 
he left the car park, Dudley Magistrates 
Court heard. 

The officer followed 36-year-old 
Pritchard to his home in Barnett Lane, 
Kingswinford. 

Pritchard, who was driving a Peugeot 
VRM, almost collided with a second vehicle 
coming in the opposite direction and was 
seen driving down the middle of the road in 
the incident at about 12.30pm, said Mr 
David Truelove, prosecuting. 

When he reached his home, where he 
lives with his parents, he was “moving the 
car backwards and forwards” trying to 
reverse onto the drive. 

Mr Truelove said: “The officer then 
watched the defendant and saw him spend 
a full 20 minutes - and she counted - 
trying to open the front door.” 

Banned 

Pritchard was so drunk that he did not 
even require a roadside breath test”, said 
Mr Truelove. 

Pritchard, an unemployed mechanic 
who previously worked at Kwik Fit in 
Halesowen, had 146 microgrammes of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of breath when 
he was tested on April 4. The legal drink- 
drive limit is 35 microgrammes. 

Pritchard, who admitted drink driving, 
was given a 12-month community order 
and must carry out 300 hours of unpaid 
work. He was also banned from driving for 
30 months. 

Chairman of magistrates, Mr Michael 
Penn, said: “A custodial sentence could 
have been imposed but, taking into 
account your previous record and your 
remorse, we will make a community 
order.” 

Mr Jahangeer Aslam, defending, said 
Pritchard could not remember being at the 
pub and had reacted badly to finding out 
his partner was having an affair.

A CAMPAIGN urging people to

A FORMER pub in Dudley 
could be demolished to make 
way for housing. 

Freebodies Tavern in St John’s 
Road, Kates Hill, shut more than 
two years ago and since then has 
been boarded up. A report to plan¬ 
ners says it closed because it 
proved unviable as a business. 

Plans to knock it down and 
build nine new homes in its place 
are due to go before Dudley 
Council’s development control 
committee this. 

They have been recommended 
for approval subject to the devel¬ 
opers agreeing to pay almost 


£25,000 to improve the area. The 
pub is opposite St John’s Church, 
which closed eight years ago. 

A campaign group has been set 
up to reopen the church and chair¬ 
man of St John’s Church Preser¬ 
vation Group Deb Brownlee said 
members would still like someone 
to relaunch The Freebodies as a 
drinking establishment. 

She said: “It was a fantastic 
pub, homely, great food, very com¬ 
munity minded and always mas¬ 
sively generous to our efforts to 
save St John’s. The customers 
were nearly all preservation 
group members and used to 


‘guard’ the church. There were 
also pictures of St John’s on the 
walls in there. There was a darts 
team, auction nights, discos and 
they always made the room avail¬ 
able to us for public meetings, free 
of charge, as well. 

“We were naturally very sorry 
when the Freebodies closed down, 
and very sympathetic towards the 
tenants, Andy and Gaenor Gar¬ 
diner, who had worked so hard to 
create a community pub.” 

The plans are for six, two 
bedroom houses and three with 
three bedrooms.

Foundry helps to renew 
the classic Norton brand 


AN AWARD-WINNING Sandwell foundry is 
helping the rebirth of one of Britain’s best- 
known motorcycle brands to gather pace. 

Alucast, part of the MAN Group collabora¬ 
tion, has secured the contract to supply five 
engine parts to the current range of Norton 
motorcycles. 

The company has used a range of aluminium 
alloys and design techniques to manufacture the 
rocker, sprocket, oil filter, left and right side 
engine covers, so that it contributes to not only the 
iconic appearance of the motorbike but also 
enhances its everyday driving performance. 

It is a deal worth more than £200,000 to the 
Wednesbury-based firm and will help it build on a 
successful six months that has seen it win more 
than £1 million of new business. 

Alucast managing director Tony Sartorius 
believes the contract is a real boost for British 
manufacturing: “Norton is recognised the world 
over and we are delighted to be playing a small, 
but important part, in helping the new company 
re-establish the brand and ultimately build unique 
motorcycles that are in demand all over the globe,” 
he said. 

“We were already supplying castings to the 
motorcycle industry, when a mutual contact 
arranged for us to meet with the people who had 
bought back Norton from the Americans in 2008. 
They were determined that the motorbike would 
be reborn and that the UK supply chain would 
account for over 85 per cent of its parts. 

“This was a big opportunity to get involved with 
this exciting project and we’ve spent a lot of time

and investment in working with their design engi¬ 
neers to get the look and performance of the parts 
in keeping with the overall feel of the bike. 

“It’s been a challenging project and stretched us 
in terms of innovation, design, process refine¬ 
ments, and management of our supply chain.” 

All of the parts are manufactured in Alucast’s 
gravity casting foundry before being finish- 
machined at the company’s in-house facility in the 
heart of the Black Country. 

Due to Norton’s exacting design requirements, 
the company chose two local suppliers who spe¬ 
cialise in high-end metal polishing, where the 
finish is carefully applied to give them the unique 
appearance demanded by the client. 

Opportunities 

Simon Skinner, head of design at Norton Motor¬ 
cycles, said: “When Stuart Garner bought the 
company off the Americans in 2008, all we were 
left with was a small facility and a half-made bike 
in the corner. 

“I joined in February 2009 as the first employee 
and we immediately set about re-engineering the 
bike and getting the brand back into the market¬ 
place. 

“We had to build a completely new supply chain 
and were adamant that every part, where possible, 
should be sourced from the UK. This was once a 
great British manufacturing brand and we were 
determined to restore it back to its former glory.” 

He added: “Alucast were willing to work with us 


to develop the exact part and their technical 
knowledge of castings was key to a number of 
design improvements being made and for the end 
products being competitively priced. 

“I also like the fact that if there is an issue we 
can be at each other’s site in just over a hour, 
which, as a small company is great. We can’t 
afford to lose people for days on end while they 
travel the world sorting out problems.” 

Norton,which was based in Birmingham in its 
heyday is about to double its existing site in Don- 
ington in the East Midlands. It currently produces 
around 1,000 motorcycles every year across its 
Commando range, which includes the 961 SE, 

Cafe Racers and Sport models. 

The clamour for the hand-made motorbikes is 
huge. The company is reporting a 3,000-strong 
advance order book that will see it increase manu¬ 
facturing to 1,500 by the end of 2011. This is set to 
more than double the existing workforce of 35. 

Having gained full European type approval, 
Norton is set to secure full vehicle type approval in 
America, which should open up the global market. 

Tony Sartorius added: ‘With over 85 per cent of 
the motorbike made in the UK, it is great news for 
British manufacturing that Norton is back and 
building world class motorcycles. 

“There is no doubt that the engineers at Norton 
are in the process of expanding their model range 
and I envisage further opportunities for us to cast 
additional products.” 

Alucast is one of nine Midlands-based manufac¬ 
turers that form the MAN Group.

A £16 million retirement 
“village” being built in 
Dudley will open its 
doors to residents in 
August. 

Housing association 
Midland Heart in conjunc¬ 
tion with Dudley Council is 
building an assisted living 
development for mature 
people in Russells Hall. 

There is also an £8 million 
project in Coseley where resi¬ 
dents are expected to start 
moving in by September or 
October. 

Work at both sites is now 
moving into its final stages.

Democrats with the removal of well below the 1,500 seats and 


the remaining seven seats. I 
look forward to working with 
Peter, Glenis, Cheryl and their 
fellow Conservative councillors 
for the benefit of all our resi¬ 
dents, regardless of political 
persuasion. 

The results from across the 
country were bad news for Ed 
Miliband, who failed to deliver 
his party on AV, failed to fight 
back in Scotland, failed to 
deliver a majority in Wales and 
stalled in England. 

These results are not what is 
expected of a new Leader of the 
Opposition, facing a Govern¬ 
ment taking tough and unpop¬ 
ular decisions in the national 
interest. 

Increased 

Against all expectations, the 
Conservatives made a net gain 
of councillors and councils.

their last remaining councillor 
in the whole of the Dudley 
borough. 

Following these elections the

40 per cent that was expected of 
them. 

Meanwhile, the latest figures 
from the Office for National 
Statistics shows the economy 
growing again. 

In the first quarter of 2011 
Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
increased by 0.5 per cent. This 


growth was driven by services 
output which grew by 0.9 per 
cent over the quarter and man¬ 
ufacturing output which grew 
by 1.1 per cent over the quarter. 

Manufacturing output is par¬ 
ticularly strong in our borough 
as demonstrated on my recent 
visits to the impressive Beck 
Prosper Limited, Mick- 
lewrights Structures Limited 
and Westfield Sportscars 
Limited. 

Announced

The economy is rebalancing 
away from debt-fuelled con¬ 
sumption towards manufactur¬ 
ing, exports and investment — 
all of which is good news for 
Dudley. 

The latest ONS figures also 


show that unemployment fell 
in the three months to Febru¬ 
ary 2011 by 17,000. 

The number of people in 
employment rose by 143,000 
and economic inactivity fell by 
71,000. 

These figures are another 
step in the right direct direc¬ 
tion, it’s good news to see a rise 
in the number of full time jobs 
in the private sector and the 
fall in unemployment is 
welcome. 

It is also reassuring to see a 
fall in the number of young 
people not in full time educa¬ 
tion who are unemployed. 

Ministers have made it clear 
that tackling youth unemploy¬ 
ment remains a priority with 
the growth in apprenticeships 
and work experience opportu¬ 
nities key to giving young 
people a head start in finding 
and keeping a job with a future. 

Challenges 

We are committed to ensur¬ 
ing that jobseekers, including 
the long term unemployed, get 
the best possible support to get 
into these new vacancies 
through our Work Programme 
which will come on stream in 
the summer. 

There are plenty of chal¬ 
lenges ahead and our priority 
is to continue to support the 
economy, by reducing the 
deficit and putting in place 
measures to encourage growth 
in the private sector.

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Shock as Tories 1 
leader loses by 
just two votes 


THE TORY leader of Dudley Council 
was dramatically ousted in the elec¬ 
tion, losing her seat by just two 
votes. 

Anne Millward, the first woman to lead 
the council, lost in the Gornal ward to 
Labour candidate Stuart Turner after 
two nerve-wracking recounts. 

But overall the Tories lost just one seat, 
giving them 43 of the 72 and retaining their 
sizeable majority. Labour gained two, giving 
them 28. 

Elsewhere the Labour party now controls 
Wolverhampton City Council with 35 council¬ 
lors out of a total of 60. 

In South Staffordshire, the Conservatives 
maintained their stronghold. 

Argument 

Labour gained eight seats in Walsall - 
leaving the party just two behind the Tories - 
and strengthened its grip on Sandwell 
Council. 

But if ever there was an argument that 
every vote counts, it was underlined by last 
Thursday’s ballot as Mrs Millward was edged 
out of her seat by the smallest margin in the 
borough’s history. 

After two recounts, she was ousted from her 
seat in Gornal with 1,618 votes - just two shy 
of victorious Labour candiddate Stuart 
Turner. 

“I have thoroughly enjoyed my nine years as 
a councillor representing Gornal, and am 
extremely proud to be the first female leader 
of the council,” she said afterwards. 

Democracy 

“I have made history again today as we have 
never had an election that was so close. 

“I am disappointed, of course, but that’s 
democracy. I plan to take some time out and 
catch up on all the things I couldn’t do while 
working 50 hours a week as a local councillor 
and leader.” 

Mr Turner was “delighted and surprised” by 
his win. 

Mrs Millward’s deputy at the time of the 
election, Councillor Les Jones, said that her 
departure would be a “great loss” to the ward.

Enjoy salad days but 
it’s vital to plan ahead 


NO need for the shops. . . just step out into 
the back garden and pick the fruit or vegeta¬ 
bles you need for your meal. It doesn’t any 
fresher than that! 

Go back to the days when more people grew their 
own and didn’t rely on pre-packaged salads at the 
supermarket. But to get a regular crop you have to plan 
ahead. 

Even if space is limited you can still grow your own, 
on a patio or balcony or with gro-bags. Tomatoes, let¬ 
tuces and potatoes grow just as well in a city setting as 
a country garden with the proper care. 

Follow this monthly guide and you should have a constant supply 
of fresh fruit and veg. 

MAY 

Plant out young plants raised indoors or in the greenhouse. 

• Continue with the two-week planting programme. 

• Feed tomato plants with Tomorite. 

• Ensure all areas are well watered. 

• Plant vegetables such as winter cabbage for winter harvesting. 

JUNE 

• Control weeds by hoeing and using a relevant weed killer if 
necessary. 

• Stake and support larger plants such as tomatoes, peppers 
and beans. 

• Feed plants regularly with Miracle-Gro Grow Your Own Plant 
Food or Liquid Plant Food. 

• Protect plants from slug and snail damage. 

• Break up any compacted soil to allow water and air to pene¬ 
trate to the plant roots. 

JULY 

• Continue to plant out beetroot, carrots, peas, lettuce and 
radishes for late crops.

• Many vegetables and salad plants will be ready to start har¬ 
vesting and eating at this time.

• Keep a close watch for pests and insects, particularly on the 
underside of leaves. 

• This is the time to enjoy all of your work as most plants can be 
harvested this month. 

• Once plants are harvested and the ground is empty, refresh the 
ground by digging in Levington Farmyard Manure or Miracle-Gro 
Grow Your own compost.

SEPTEMBER 

• Continue to harvest the last of your beans and peas. 

• Maincrop potatoes can stay in the ground to bulk or can be 
harvested now.

• Be sure to harvest any remaining crops by the first frosts. 

• Dig in well rotted manure or Levington Farmyard Manure to 
improve soil structure. 

Urban gardeners don’t have to miss out as there are gro-bags and 
planters but the key is to use quality compost that’s been specifically 
designed to grow fruit and vegetables. 

Most vegetables are sun lovers and require plenty of light and 
warmth to produce the best crops. If the plot is open and exposed 
to cold winds, some form of windbreak may be required - a fence, 
wall or dwarf hedge would be adequate. 

A south facing patio is the ideal spot for growing many vegetables 
in gro-sacs and planters. It is advisable to move the crops. By 
moving the crop each year you stop soil-borne pests that are fairly 
specific to that crop attacking the next that you plant.

CHARITABLE Black Country fami¬ 
lies who have received life-saving help 
from Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
took their place alongside 10,000 
walkers in this year’s BRMB

was held to raise funds for the hospital’s 
Emergency Department. 

The final total has yet to be announced 
but staff from the hospital said they were 
hopeful of hitting their target of £500,000. 

Andy Page, from Halesowen, was among 
those taking part with the aim of raising 
between £500 and £600. 

His 12-year-old daughter Jasmine 
recently underwent a heart transplant; the 
first ever performed at Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital, and is now recovering at 
home. 

The IT consultant said: “I originally 
planned to do the 13-mile walk but my 
mate said ‘don't be such a lightweight’ so I 
agreed to do the whole thing. 

“We’re really grateful to everyone who’s 
treated Jasmine and we’ve got so much to 
thank Birmingham Children’s Hospital 
for.” 

Determined 

Brave 11-year-old Jake Bragington, 
from Great Barr, completed the seven-mile 
family walk with his mum Sarah, a trainee 
teacher. Jake has survived life-threatening 
health problems including water on the 
brain (hydrocephalus), a brain tumour and 
a major seizure. 

“I’ve raised £700,” Jake, a Pheasey Park 
Primary School pupil, said during the 
walk. My mum raised £160 so I’m well up 
on her!” 

His mother, Sarah, added: “Doing the 
Walkathon is quite a trek for Jake because 
he’s only little but he’s determined to do it 
to say a big thank you to Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital for all the great treatment 
he’s had there.” 

More than 50 Emergency Department 
staff completed the walk in customised 
sparkly hospital red vests, including staff 
nurses 23-year-Stephanie Sargeant and 
Gemma Powell, 28, from Walsall. “It’s 


great to be part of an amazing, dedicated 
department like the emergency depart¬ 
ment but we’re walking because we want to 
make it a better environment for the chil¬ 
dren,” Stephanie said. 

Twelve-year-old Connor Hadley from 
Dudley, raised more than £1,000 with his 
mum Maggie. 

The hospital recently saved the life of 
Connor’s younger brother, two-year-old 
Tommy who suffers with breathing diffi¬ 
culties. 

Connor single-handedly helped his mum 
deliver Tommy after she suddenly went 
into labour at home, following instructions 
on the phone from emergency services. 

“If it weren’t for Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital, Tommy would not be with us 
now,” Maggie said. 

“We feel really lucky and want to do all 
we can to support the hospital — so we’re 


chuffed to bits that the Walkathon has 
been such a great success.” 

Hazel Ellett, from Halesowen did the 
family walk with her son David, seven, who 
has been treated for a hole in the heart and 
her 11-year-old daughter Katherine, who 
was height problems. 

“After what we’ve been through, we 
know how important it is to be able to deal 
with emergencies - and you can't start too 
young,” Hazel said. 

Melodie Williams, from Cradley Heath 
and her daughter Sadie, nine, both did the 
walk for Melodie’s one-year-old son Mason, 
who was born with hypoplastic left heart 
syndrome, with half his heart not fully 
developed. Melodie said: We just want to 
put something back to say thank you for all 
the hospital has done for us.”

Power pop boys Twenty Twenty - their time may have come 


Small Talk - Twenty Twenty (Geffen) 

A throw back to the days of Busted and 
McFly (when they still had puppy fat). This 
is boys with guitars power pop, lots of 
woh-oh choruses and riffs they may have 
borrowed off an old Cheap Trick album. 
These East Anglian lads have been to 
Wolverhampton a couple of times recently 
(supporting The Saturdays and The 
Wanted) and judging by their reception at 
the latter gig, their time may have come. 
Love’s A Freak sounds like a certain hit. 

Mirrorwritinq - Jamie Woon (Arista) 

Woozy R&B with spacey jffabstep ten¬ 
dencies from a singer-songwriter from 
London. Akin to that other dubstepper 
turned singer-songwriter James Blake but 
Woon’s songs are less minimalist. Songs 
like Night Air, Lady Luck and Middle having 
a strong pop appeal enhanced by the 
amospheric electronics. Woon will be in 
concert at Birmingham HMV Institute on 
June 6. 

Outside Looking In - Delta Maid 

(Geffen) 

Hailing from Merseyside but sounding 
more Mississippi, Delta Maid has a voice 
as crystal clear as a mountain spring and 
writes perfectly decent bluesy country 
songs. Vocally she recalls the likes of Dolly 
Parton and Tammy Wynette, which is 
pretty good company, but has a modern 
approach to her songs that has seen her 
support the likes of Seth Lakeman and Ray 
LaMontagne. This is a solid and likeable 
debut album. 

Cat’s Eves (Polvdor). 

Canadian singer Rachel Zeffira and Faris 
Badwan, lead singer of British rockers The 
Horrors, bonded over a shared love of 
1960s girl groups, such as The Shangri- 
Las, and the result is this highly atmos¬ 
pheric semi-homage to the echoey, 
whispered, big beat sounds of the 60s. 
They come across as a kind of Goth Sonny 
and Cher with nods to Nancy Sinatra and 
Lee Hazelwood, Marianne Faithful, Nick 


Cave, Goldfrapp, Saint Etienne and Phil 
Spector’s entire output. I imagine they 
would have a permanent residency in the 
town of Twin Peaks. 

Destroyed - Moby (EMI). 

Globetrotting synth master Moby appar¬ 
ently wrote these songs on his laptop in 
hotel bedrooms during bouts of insomnia 
caused by time zone body clock confu¬ 
sion, and finished them off in his Manhat¬ 
tan studio. The results are synthetic 
symphonies with surging melodies, a 
perfect soundtrack for the kind of deserted 
sodium-lit cityscapes that the bleary-eyed 
Moby must have seen from his window at 
3am. Moby sings on a couple of tracks, 
guest female vocalists on others and some 
are pure instrumentals. In atmosphere and 
style Destroyed also owes something to 
Kraftwerk’s classic Neon Lights and 
Bowie’s Low album. The finest moment is 
the track Stella Maris with its cathedral air 
of heavenly floating vocals. 

Vices & Virtues - Panic! at the Disco 

(Fuelledbyramen) 

The American rockers overcome a 
radical line-up revamp to bounce back 
with a confident and rather likeable brash 


pop-rock album, somewhat akin to their 
fellow Las Vegans The Killers. Stand out 
tracks include The Ballad of Mona Lisa, 
Hurricane and the distinctly A-ha-like 
Memories. 

Free - Twin Atlantic (Red Bull) 

Howling guitars from a hard-riffing 
Glaswegian outfit with a definite Celtic feel 
to their Tartan Foo Fighters-like attack, 
crafted by ace producer Gil Norton. This, 
their first full album, could be the start of 
something big. 

Toy Horses (Albino) 

A step-dad/step-son duo from Wales 
who used Myspace to gain attention for 
their songs, picking up radio airplay and 
being flown over to America to record this 
debut album with ex-Wilco member Ken 
Croomer, who was won over by the songs 
on their Myspace page. Toy Horses are 21 - 
year-old Adam D Franklin and his step¬ 
father 40-year-old Tom Williams. When 
they play together there is no sign of a gen¬ 
eration gap and they do have a knack for a 
catchy song with a Ray Davies feel to their 
folk-flavoured semi-acoustic pop 
numbers. 

A Little Brighter - Pete Lawrie (Island) 

A young Welshman from Liverpool, 
Lawrie has a pleasantly husky voice and a 
clutch of good songs that reveal his influ¬ 
ences - Paul Simon, Bruce Springsteen, 
Elbow - whilst remaining original. A Little 
Brighter is just missing that stand-out song 
to propel him into the forefront but Half As 
Good and the hazy Paper Thin come close. 

The Sound of Sunshine - Michael 

Franti and Spearhead (Capital) 

As you may expect, given the title, these 
are summery sounds, reggae hybrids with 
pop and hip hop and even, on probable hit 
I’ll Be Waiting, stadium rock in a U2 mode.

WELL, Wolves might not 
be safe.

It doesn’t get much better than 
yesterday’s win over your local 
rivals in terms of preparation for 
the last two games. 

An ultimately comprehensive 
victory to end a miserable five-match 
winless streak not only put Mick 
McCarthy’s side out of the drop zone 
for the first time since February 26. 

But it gave players and fans genuine 
hope that they can avoid relegation for the 
first time since that win over Villa on 
March 19.
